Yea she criminates herself, when 
fo r a mo nied co nsideratio n she no t o nly 
co nsents that it may exist, but that it shall 
be pro tected in its co nduct. 
Unquestio n­ 
ably such is the character o f the liquo r 
traffic o f to -day. and the relatio n which 
the co mmunity in which it exists sus­ 
tains to it. 
Fo r no twithstanding all its 
glaring evils and its co ntinual blight 
upo n so ciety, public sentiment says it 
shall co ntinue to be, and men vo te year 
after year to co ntinue the license system. 
When. O! when! will men have the 
co urage o f their co nvictio n, and cast fo r­ 
ever fro m the bo so m o f so ciety this dead­ 
ly evil. 
Fo r that which is so who lly 
and co ntinually injurio us, is 
radically 
wro ng, and therefo re unlaw ful. 
Any business to be lawful must be 
beneficial to all co ncerned. 
It must be 
beneficial to the public at large, as well 
as to the individual. 
The fact that we 
may gain large wealth, o r so cial, o r po ­ 
litical po sitio n thereby are questio ns un­ 
wo rthy the co nsideratio n o f any true 
man if thereby the welfare o f o thers is 
destro yed. 
We must be servants no t 
tyrants, and o ur vo catio n in life must 
relieve and benefit, no t burden and o p­ 
press tho se aro und us. 
It must supply 
so me legitimate demand o f so ciety. 
It 
must furnish them better fo o d and clo th­ 
ing, o r furnish them at better prices. 
It must enlarge the so urce o f lawful sup­ 
ply o r demand. 
It must lead to greater 
dilligence, eco no my, 
mo nderatio n and 
thrift. 
It must be co mpatible w ith every 
true interest o f so ciety and a perpetual 
stimulant to mental, mo ral and physical 
culture. It must be abusinessin which we 
can enter with the purest co nscience and 
in which the no blest elements o f man­ 
ho o d may be awakened and nurtured, 
o therwise no man can lawfully persue it 
It is also clear that this law o f right 
eo us service has to do with the time and 
manner in w hich w’e pro secute o ur busi 
ness in life. 
A thing may be lawful in 
itself, but wTe may he intemperate, un 
timely and unjust in its pro secutio n 
And thereby we may make that which is 
in itself lawful and go o d an agency fo r 
evil. 
First then, we must lie ho nest in all o ur 
business metho ds. 
We must give go o d 
go spel 
measure, heaped 
up, 
shaken 
to gether and running o ver. Let it always 
be said that if the balance must fall to o ne 
side, that it shall be o n the side o f o ur 
neighbo r. 
“ Let us rather wro ng o ur 
selves than wro ng o ur neighbo r.” 
We 
must always endeavo r to give an equival­ 
ent fo r the price we receive, o r fo r the 
service rendered. 
Besides wq* must he 
pro mpt and dilligent in the discharge o f 
all business duties; as the scriptures say, 
‘Be no t slo thful in business, fervant in 
spirit serving the Lo rd.’’ 
Pro mptness 
and dilligence in dealing with the time 
ami interests o f o thers is always demand­ 
at o ur hands, and he who do es no t thus 
deal, deserves to fo rfeit the go o d-will and 
patro nage o f o thers. 
Besides the mo ral 
dicipline o f always do ing pro mptly and 
dilligently “ what o ur hands find to do ,” 
is o f paramo unt impo rtance to o urselves 
and to all, o ver who m we exert an influ­ 
ence. 
Our habits are po werful educato rs 
bo th o f o urselves and o f o thers. Pro mpt, 
dilligent habits are a co nstant to nic to 
go o d mo rals, while slo thful habits are as 
truly co rrupting and demo ralizing. 
Again, we must deal fairly with o ur 
rivals in business, always remembering 
that o thers have rights that are as sacred 
to them as o urs are to us. 
We have a 
right to blo w o ur o wn trumpet, be heard 
farther, and co llect a larger cro wd aro und 
us than o thers, if we can. 
We have a 
right to advertise o ur go o ds,attract public 
attentio n to them, and find a 
ready 
market fo r them, if we can by any lawful 
means but vve have no right to misrep­ 
resent o ur neighbo r’s go o ds o r character, 
and metho ds, with the views o f preju­ 
dicing a co mmunity against him, and o f 
winning away his patro ns. 
Indeed we 
sho uld la* co labo rers with all o thers who 
stand l» y o ur side, and guard the inter­ 
ests, 1 ights and reputatio n o f o ur neigh, 
bo r a- jealo usly as we wo uld guard o ut 
o wn. 


Besid« - w e must be tim ely in the co n ­ 
duct o f o ur business. 
It must h e a t such 
tim es as will no t be detrim ental to the 
health o f o urselv es and o thers, o r to go o d 
mo rals.

vital truth. 
No man can wo rk seven 
days in the week and no t pay the penalty, 
in time, in his o wfn bo dy. 
He will des­ 
tro y his health, and co nfro nt a premature 
grave 
The Lo rd’s co mmandment reco g­ 
nizes this fact, when it co mmands rest 
fo r bo th man and beast. 
The experience 
o f all careful students, iu all ages and na­ 
tio ns. bears witness to this great funda­ 
mental fact in o ur divisio n o f time. 
Dr. 
Talmage says: 
“ Our bo dies are seven 
day clo cks, and unless o n the Sabbath 
day they are wo und up, they run do wn 
into the grave. 
The Sabbath was in­ 
tended as a savings bank, into it we are 
to gather the reso urces upo n which we 
are to draw all the week. 
That man who 
breaks the Sabbath day ro bs his o wn 
nerve, his o wn mussle, his o wn brain, his 
o wn bo nes. 
He dips up the wine o f hi* 
o wn life and thro ws it away. 
He gives a 
mo rtgage to disease and death upo n his 
entire physical estate, and at the mo st 
unexpected mo ment that mo rtgage will 
be fo reclo sed and the so ul ejected fro m 
the premises. 
Every gland and po re and 
cell and fingernail demands the seventh 
day fo r repo se. 
The respiratio n o f the 
lungs, the thro b o f the pulse in the wrist, 
the mo tio n o f the bo ne iu the so cket de­ 
clare “ Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it ho ly. ” 
Upo n this almo st universal co nvictio n 
the natio ns o f mo dern times have acted, 
and also o ur state legislatures in framing 
o ur Sunday law’s. 
In this state the laws 
are ample and co mprehensive eno ugh to 
clo se up all unnecessary secular besiness 
o n the Sabbath day, if they were but 
faithfully enfo rced. 
But alas! they arc 
no t. 
In o ur o wn city several lines o f 
business are co nducted o n Sabbath, al­ 
mo st as extensively as o n any o ther day 
o f the week. 
Meat sto res, restaurants, 
candy sto res, to bacco 
sto res, 
several 
clo thing sto res, and %o me o ther lines are 
kept o pen, and do a general business. 
This is certainly unnecessary, fro m the 
fact that they lay in all their supplies 
during the week previo us and purchase 
abso lutely no thing 011 Sunday. 
What all 
the peo ple in many cities do easily, and 
wliat the great masses o f o ur o wn co m: 
munity do vo luntarily, all can do , since it 
is in the interest o f health and go o d mo r­ 
al o rder. 
Meats may he kept even in 
warm weather witho ut ice fro m Saturday 
till Mo nday. 
Jt may be necessary fo r 
restaurants who have regular ho arders to 
o pen at meal time, Hut certainly no t dur­ 
ing the who le day. 
It may be necessary 
fo r drug sto res to keep o pen to supply 
the necessary and unexpected demands 
fo r medicine, but no t to sell cigars o r any 
o ther go o ds that may 
bo called fo r. 
Surely a eiga’r purchased o n Saturday is 
just as go o d as o ne purchased o n Sunday, 
Indeed, if the article is needed at all. the 
best judges say, that the o lder it is the 
better its llavo r and quality. 
Clo thiers and o ther merchants say they 
must o pen their sto res o n Sunday to sup 
ply tho se who wo rk in the facto ries, and 
have no time during the week to purchase 
what they need. 
But let no on» * be de 
ceived by such so phistry 
Tho se who 
wo rk in the facto ries may rest assured 
that the mo tive that pro mpts business 
men to o pen their sto res o n Sunday is 
no t o ne o f pity fo r the labo ring man, but 
o ne o f averice. 
It is quite pro bable that 
So me who o pen o n Sunday wo uld prefer 
no t to do so , but when o ne o r mo re sto res 
in the same line <h> it, the o thers feel 
co nstrained to do so also , ino rder to ho ld 
their part o f the trade. 
11«* that as it 
may, it is still but the entering wedge o f 
averice, and it will no t sto p unless it 
must; until it has co mpletely secularized 
the Sabbath; until all sto res and facto ries 
run all day Sunday, as o n any o ther day. 
It is a mo vement upo n which every la 
bo ring man sho uld lo o k with distrust, 
and which he sho uld disco urage by every 
ho no rable means at his co mmand. 
La­ 
bo ring men sho uld say that six days 
labo r are eno ugh, and that they will 
guard tlu* seventh as a day o f rest and 
cessatio n fro m business o f all kinds. 
Bainful as it is fo r C hristians to see the 
S ah h ath day co ntinually and deliberately 
transgressed, it beco mes do ubly 
so when 
they kno w th at it i- in direct v io latio n o f 
the civil laws, and that it i~ done o penly 
in the presence o f the very officers w ho 
hav e been elected fo r the en fo rce m en t o f 
those laws.

(Continu ed from p age three ) 
wou ld afford time for reading and self- 
cu ltu re, for which there is now p ositive­ 
ly no time. 
When clerks come from the 
stores they are tired, and they have 
neither time nor disp osition for reading. 
They need all the time left till morning 
for rest* They have no time to sp end at 
home, none to attend social gathering, 
none to attend literary or mu sical circles 
and none to attend religiou s services, and 
even when Su nday comes they feel weary 
and langu id and u nfitted for any service 
that requ ires either mental or p hysical 
exertion. 
Indeed many break 
down 
u nder the continu ed strain withou t su ffi­ 
cient rest or variety in their daily p u r 
su its. 
The p lea is that stores mu st he 
kep t op en nights to accommodate those 
who work in the factories du ring the day. 
Bu t this, while it looks p lau sible, is a 
mistake- Other members of their families 
can do most of the trading du ring the 
day, and what cannot he done then, can 
be done on the one or two nights on 
which the stores are kep t op en. 
In some 
of the eastern towns the lodges and 
labor organizations have taken u p this 
qu estion and moved as bodies in the ef­ 
fort to bring abou t, this change in bu si­ 
ness hou rs. 
They say that clerks are 
laborers, and any movement that will re 
lieve a n y e)a>s of their brethren of their 
op p ressive bu siness hou rs is in the inter­ 
est of themselves, their children, and of 
hu manity, and shou ld command their 
u nited symp athy and every manly effort 
to bring it abou t. 
They readily arranged 
tod » their trading at some other time. 
Indeed they went so far as to give their 
p atronage to those merchants who loll in 
with the early closing movement and to 
withhold it from the few, who for mer 
cenary p u rp oses p ersisted in 
keep ing 
op en. 
This was done at Canton, Ohio, a large 
manu factu ring city with over 26,(KM) in­ 
habitants. 
The few stores who p ersisted 
in keep ing op en after the others had 
closed eu nie near breaking u p for want 
of p atronage arid were comp elled u> fu ll 
in line with tin* movement. 
There the 
stores all close at seven o'clock, excep t 
on Satu rday and Monday nights. 1 heart! 
bu t one op inion among the bu siness men, 
it was that the movement was in their 
own interest. 
The p rop rietor of a large 
gents' fu rnishing store told me that he 
wou ld not op en his store again at night 
if all the rest did 
In order to he su re that 
my information was correct I wrote to 
several other citizens for the facts on this 
qu estion. 
A letter from Massillon, Ohio, 
tt <-it\ of over 10,000 inhabitants, from 
Mr. II 
H 
Evcrhard, of the linn of 
Warthorst & Co., grindstone manu factu r­ 
ers. says: 
“The dry goods stores close 
each week day evening at six o’clock, 
excep t Satu rdays and Mondays. 
The 
hardware inert hau ls, jewelery men, and 
clothiers close a! seven o'clock, excep t 
Satu rdays and Mondays, ami I think the 
notion men have recently gave in. 
This 
has been working several years among 
the dry goods merchants and all are well 
p leased with the resu lt. 
They wou ld not 
go back to the old way for anything. 
Emp loyers as well as clerks are highly 
satisfied.” 
Mi ( ’. M, Kryder, grain and feed store, 
of Akron, Ohio, with a p op u lation <»t 
nearly 28.00'). says 
“Ou r stores ¡ill dost* 
here at six o’clock; grocerie 
at seven 
o'clock excep t, Satu rday and Monday 
evenings, and they are all so well ¡~.ut i- 
fled that it wou ld he ditllcu Jt to get them 
to go bu ck to the old way. 
The move 
nit'itt was brou ght abou t by the clerks in 
the largest stores all joining in a p etition 
tt> the p rop rietors. 
Merchants state that 
they are all p leaded with the p lan There 
were a lew old merchants who hu ng ou t 
for ¡i while, bu t soon fou nd that they 
did not have trade enou gh t«* p ay exp ense 
ol light, etc., and >o all close now. 
Mr.John Ru thrau ff hardware merchant’

a city of nearly 11),000 
p op u lation, s)ty - 
“The dry goods ami
